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Report  of  tfje  Committee 

to  H.R.H.  Princess  Beatrice,  The  President,  and  to  the  Governors  of  the 

Institution  for  the  year  1928 — 29. 

The  Committee  of  Management  beg  respectfully  to  submit  to  H.R.H. 
Princess  Beatrice,  the  Vice-Presidents  and  Governors,  the  Twenty-sixth 
Annual  Report  of  the  working  of  the  Hospital,  as  carried  on  by  them  during 
the  past  financial  year,  which  ended  June  30th,  1929. 

During  the  year,  224  patients  were  admitted  (1927-8 — 211)  and  the  average 
length  of  stay  was  19  09  days  (1927-8— 17-57). 

The  ordinary  income  amounted  to  £2,360  3s.  4d.  and  shows  an  increase  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  of  £304  7s.  lid.  Workshop  Collections 
are  £147  higher,  receipts  from  patients  £75  more  and  Annual  Subscriptions 
show  a  gratifying  increase  of  ,£21.  Congregational  Collections  and  amounts 
per  the  Hon.  Collectors  are  also  in  advance  of  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year. 

Contributions  from  the  Matron’s  Linen  League  totalled  £6  0s.  6d.,  the 
Ladies  of  which  now  meet  regularly  every  fortnight  and  materially  assist  in 
the  work  of  the  hospital. 

A  further  contribution  by  Mrs.  Edgar  Seymour  of  £12  15s.  Ocl.  is  gratefully 
recorded,  kindly  given  to  complete  the  cost  of  the  heating  apparatus  for  the 
Operations  Theatre,  etc.,  which,  as  shown  in  last  years  statement  of  expendi¬ 
ture,  amounted  to  £(112  15s.  Od. 

The  receipts  from  the  very  successful  Bazaar  and  Fete  held  at  Northwood 
Park  on  25th  and  26th  July,  1928,  are  included  in  the  accounts  for  the  current 
year  and  amount  to  £(427  6s.  7d.  (see  pages  22  and  23).  This  Fund,  increased 
to  £(500  by  the  transfer  of  £12  1 9s  .5d.  from  the  general  account,  balance 
available  on  4th  October  1928,  has  been  invested  by  the  purchase  of  3^% 
Conversion  Loan,  nominal  value  £640  19s.  3d.  and  will  produce  a  new  annual 
income  of  £22  8s.  8d. 

The  Committee’s  best  thanks  are  gratefully  recorded  to  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  R.A.O.B.  for  their  generous  donation  of  £(53,  resulting  from  the 
Sunday  and  House-to-House  collections  organised  by  them  in  September  1928, 
also  to  Mr.  H.  G.  Garrett  and  to  Mr.  S.  W.  Smart  for  the  noteworthy  collections 
of  £(40  and  £8  respectively  from  the  Ancient  Order  of  Frothblowers,  to  the 
Cowes  and  East  Cowes  Conservative  Clubs,  Cowes  Operatic  Society,  Mr.  J.  O. 
Barton,  “  Wight  Strollers,”  Toe  PI,  East  Cowes  "  Sparklers  ”  Concert  Party, 
Mrs.  Wells’  junior  concert  party,  Mr.  Harry  S.  Guy,  Gurnard  Horticultural 
Society,  Mr.  G.  N.  McClure  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Lowein,  Mr.  Ansell’s  Dance  Band, 
Mr.  C.  Joyner,  Mr.  N.  Chessell,  Northwood  Church  Ladies’  Sewing  Party, 
Cowes  and  East  Cowes  Post  War  Brotherhood,  East  Cowes  Conservative 
Association,  Girls’  Friendly  Society  and  the  many  other  kind  friends  and 
supporters  for  arranging  dances,  entertainments,  etc.,  and  generously  giving 
proceeds  of  same  to  the  Hospital. 

P'hanks  are  also  due  to  Mrs.  Churchman  and  Mrs.  M.  Denham  for  kindly 
organising  the  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Collections  in  Cowes  and  East  Cowes  : 
it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  find  that  this  Collection  again  exceeds  that  of  the 
previous  year. 


The  ordinary  expenditure,  excluding  the  deficit  of  £14  7s.  2d.,  as  at  July 
1st,  1928,  amounted  to  £2,113  13s.  7d.  (1927-8 — £2,062  Is.  lid.,  exclusive 
of  the  two  hundred  pounds  reserved  for  X  Ray  plant  and  which  was  duly 
expended  during  April  1929. 

The  Repairs  to  Buildings,  also  to  Garden  Paths,  etc.  show  a  large  increase, 
as  do  also  the  charges  for  new  bedding,  linen,  etc.,  it  being  found  absolutely 
necessary  to  incur  very  heavy  additional  expenses  in  comparison  with  normal 
years. 
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The  Committee  have  reserved  a  sum  of  ^150  to  meet  further  heavy  expense 
of  the  work  contemplated  to  be  put  in  hand  during  the  next  few  months  in 
respect  to  the  renovation  of  interior  paintwork,  etc. 

The  Electrical  Department  is  now  equipped  with  the  new  plant  as  fore¬ 
shadowed  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  and  very  satisfactory  results  are  being 
obtained  from  same.  The  efficiency  of  this  department  has  been  thereby 
considerably  enhanced  and  the  Hon.  Radiographer,  Dr.  G.  R.  Denton, 
expresses  satisfaction  in  the  working  of  this  highly  useful  section  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  thanks  of  the  Governors  are  due  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for  devoted 
service  rendered  to  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year. 

The  Committee  wish  to  record  grateful  thanks  to  all  Subscribers  for  their 
financial  support,  also  to  the  various  Members  of  the  Sub-Committee  for  their 
time  and  ability  in  managing  the  Institution  ;  to  the  Hon.  Collectors,  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary  and  Members  of  the  visiting  Committee  for  their  services 
generously  rendered  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

To  Sir  G.  Shedden,  J.P.,  C.A.,  Chairman  and  Hon.  Treasurer;  Mr.  G.  W. 
Ball,  J.P.,  C.A.,  Vice-Chairman;  and  to  Mr.  H.  W.  Ewen,  Hon.  Secretary, 
for  the  zeal,  ability,  and  efficiency  with  which  they  have  discharged  their 
respective  duties. 

To  the  Matron,  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  their  zeal 
and  devotion  to  the  work.

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History  of  tfje  Jf rank  ^ antes  Jflemorial  Home. 


The  “  Frank-James  "  Memorial  Home  was  originally  designed,  built,  and 
maintained  as  an  Alms  House  for  aged  and  disabled  seamen,  married  couples 
being  received  and  accommodated  in  the  double  cabins  on  the  ground  floor  of 
the  east  and  west  wings  of  the  building. 

In  1899  Mr.  Arthur  and  Mr.  William  James  changed  the  use  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  pensioning  the  old  inmates  and  utilizing  the  house  as  a  Convalescent 
Home  for  invalided  soldiers  from  the  South  African  War.  The  first  invalids 
were  admitted  on  April  13th,  1900. 

At  the  close  of  1902,  there  being  no  further  need  for  the  Convalescent 
Home,  Mr.  Arthur  and  Mr.  William  J  ames  offered  the  Home  for  a  probationary 
period  of  two  years  to  H.R.H.  Princess  Beatrice,  with  an  endowment  of 
£300  annually  for  a  Cottage  Hospital  for  Cowes,  Fast  Cowes,  and  parts  of  the 
Parishes  of  Whippingliam  and  Northwood.  They  promised  that,  should  they 
be  satisfied  with  the  working  and  maintenance  of  the  Institution,  at  the  end 
of  that  period  they  would  make  the  gift  absolute  to  the  two  towns  and  districts 
specified. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  probationary  period  on  June  30th,  1905,  Mr- 
Arthur  and  Mr.  William  James  expressed  their  approval  and  satisfaction 
with  the  management  of  the  Institution  and  the  work  accomplished,  and 
took  the  necessary  steps  for  formally  and  permanently  making  over  their 
munificent  gift  to  suitable  Trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  above  districts. 

The  following  five  gentlemen  having  consented  to  act  were  appointed  : — 

(1)  The  Rt.  Hon.  Richard  Rverard  Baron  Alverstone,  G.C.M.G. 

(2)  The  Rt.  Hon.  Alfred  Frederick  George  Beresford,  Harl  of  Scar¬ 

borough. 

(3)  John  Arthur  James,  Rsq. 

(4)  Sir  Godfrey  Baring,  Bart.,  M.P. 

(5)  Hdwin  Charles  Carnt,  Fsq. 

On  the  eighth  of  January,  1906,  the  Declaration  of  Trust,  the  conveyance 
of  the  building  and  land,  and  the  securities  for  £10,000  worth  of  Stock  were 
handed  over  by  the  Donors’  Solicitors  to  the  Trustees.  The  Deeds  and 
Securities  were  placed  in  a  strong  box  and  deposited  in  the  names  of  the 
Trustees  at  the  Cowes  branch  of  the  Dondon  and  County  Bank.

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  on  April  10th,  1906,  the  details  of 
the  final  transfer  of  the  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  Arthur  and  Mr.  William  James 
were  officially  announced.  Mr.  Mundell,  the  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  old  Cowes 
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Cottage  Hospital  Scheme,  also  announced  that  in  accordance  with  his  Com¬ 
mittee’s  promise  they  would  then  hand  over  their  funds  to  two  trustees. 
Sir  Godfrey  Baring,  Bart.,  and  the  late  Mr.  E.  C.  Carnt  having  consented  to 
accept  the  Trust,  these  funds  were  handed  over  to  them  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  Institution. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  the  agreement  submitted  by  the  latter  : — 
We,  “  the  Donors,”  as  aforesaid,  do  hereby  agree  to  hand  over  to  the 
Local  Trustees  ”  of  the  Frank  James’  Memorial  Home  (Cottage 
Hospital)  as  above  stated,  the  sum  of  £766  4s.  5d.  (being  the  amount 
raised  for  the  late  proposed  Cottage  Hospital  with  accumulated 
interest  thereon)  to  hold  as  an  "  Endowment  Fund,”  to  invest  the 
same  as  they  ma3r  think  fit,  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  ‘  Frank  James’  Memorial  Home  (Cottage  Hospital)  according  to 
the  existing  rules — and  in  the  event  of  the  Trust  being  revoked  as  per 
paragraph  3  of  the  Trust  Deeds — then  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  shall  think  fit  for  charitable  purposes  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Cowes  and  East  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  in  the  County  of  Hampshire, 

PROVIDING  that  each  of  the  Donors  as  above  shall  be  a  Vice-President 
of  the  said  Frank  James’  Memorial  Home  (Cottage  Hospital)  for  life 
in  accordance  with  Rule  4  of  the  Trust  Deeds  of  the  said  Hospital  and, 
ALSO  that  a  Brass  Tablet  be  placed  over  a  bed  in  each  of  the  wards 
(male  and  female)  of  the  said  Hospital  with  the  following  inscription 
engraved  thereon,  viz.  : — 

“  This  bed  was  endowed  by  the  Subscribers  of  the  late  proposed  Cottage 
Hospital  Fund,  in  Memory  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria. 

Trustees  : — 

Alfred  James  Matthews,  Chairman 
Henry  Shepard,  Vice-Chairman 
George  William  Ball,  Treasurer 
John  Edward  Mundell,  Hon.  Secretary.” 

These  conditions  the  General  Committee  gratefully  and  willingly  accepted. 

The  transfer  having  been  effected,  the  late  Mr.  E.  C.  Carnt  most  generously 
out  of  his  own  pocket  made  the  amount  up  to  £800  by  a  gift  of  £33  15s.  7d. 
This  money  was  invested  by  the  Trustees  in  the  following  Stock  : — 

£800  worth  of  New  South  Wales  3^  per  cent. 

(Redeemed  May,  1925,  and  cash  re-invested  in  4|%  Conversion  Loan.) 

At  the  same  Meeting,  the  General  Committee  requested  the  Sub-Committee 
to  discuss,  amend,  and  make  recommendations  for  a  set  of  rules  culled  from 
the  late  Mr.  W.  G.  Carnt’s  code  and  submitted  by  Mr.  H.  Paget  Cooke  to  the 
Committee  as  a  suggested  basis  of  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Institution. 

Having  considered  and  revised  this  set  of  rules,  the  Sub-Committee  placed 
the  result  of  their  deliberations  before  the  General  Committee  on  September 
19th,  1906,  when  the  new  list  was  adopted  and  subsequently  circulated 
among  the  Governors. 

During  the  financial  year,  1906—07,  the  Sub-Committee  decided  to  create 
an  Emergency  Fund  by  purchasing  £770  2s.  2d.  of  India  3£  per  cent.  Stock 
on  5th  December,  1906,  at  a  cost  of  £800,  this  sum  being  available  from  the 
General  Account  Balance  at  the  London  and  County  Bank,  Cowes.  Sir  G. 
Shedden,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Ewen,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  were 
appointed  Trustees.  This  Fund  was  increased  in  September,  1910,  by  the 
purchase  of  £213  India  3£  per  cent.  Stock  at  a  cost  of  £200,  being  further 
amount  available  from  the  General  Account  Balance  at  Bank,  as  shown  on 
Balance  Sheet,  1909-10. 

In  March,  1919,  this  Fund  was  again  increased  by  the  purchase  of  additional 
3£  per  cent.  Stock,  £151  14s.  3d.,  at  a  cost  of  £104  18s.  5d.,  being  investment 
of  legacies  of  £54  18s.  5d.  and  £50,  bequeathed  by  Miss  Woolgar  and  Mrs. 
S.  Stevens,  respectively.  The  total  Stock  thus  held  is  therefore  £1 134  16s.  5d. 
of  India  3£  per  cent.  Stock.
